"HOME SWEET HOME." 


A Midshipman'* Story of illiiKic. nt S<-n 


Fins- Years .\s<> 


FIFTY years ago I was a midshipman 


in the United States Navy; and I have 
memories of the service, one of -which I 
will relate. 


I sailed from New York on the 4th of 


February, 1829, on the sloop-of-war 
Hornet, a beautiful ship, which might 
have served as the original of the low, 
rakish craft described by Cooper in 
"The Pirate." I was detached from 
her on the 4th of July of that year, and 
sixty-eight days afterward she went 
down in the Gulf of Mexico, with all on 
board, and no vestige of her was ever 
afterward seen by mortal eyes. 


On one of the delicious afternoons of 


February peculiar to tropical climes, as 
the .sun was nearing the western hori- 
xon, the Hornet lay becalmed on the 
south side of Cuba. The sea was un- 
commonly smooth, imparting hardly 
sufficient motion to the ship to disturb 
the sails as they hung loose against the 
masts. I had not before so fully real- 
ized the mirror-like sheen of the un- 
rippled bosom of the sea; but now it 
came home to me, and I felt that there 
was sublimity e.ven in the repose of the 
"vasty deep." I could not gaze on it 
without being reminded, by contrast, of 
the tempests that anon sweep over it; 
and thus was its stillness associated with 
its commotion, its quiet with its awful 
power. The sun was setting. 
Xot as in Northern climes, obscurely brieht. 
Bnt^one unclouded blaze of living light. 
The whole sea, to the westward, was 


like liquid gold; and the sky, far up, 
glowed as if on fire. The rays pene- 
trating the water seemed gilded cords 
binding the waves in peace. 


A few of the officers were on the 


forecastle, viewing the scene and con- 
versing. 
With sailor-like versatility 


they passed from topic to topic, dwellino- 
long on none, till, as the shades of the 
brief twilight fell around, their feelings 
seemed to change in accord with it, and 
graver themes were touched. 
Suddenly 


the glories of the departing day were 
extinguished by the pall of night thick- 
set vnth stars; but almost as suddenly 
the light of the sun was succeeded from 
the opposite horizon, by a stream of 
silver light from the full moon in a 
cloudless sky. Then it was that memo- 
ries came to all. Fathers thought ten- 
derly of far-distant families; brothers 
recalled loved sisters; sons felt softened 
by recollections of maternal affection; 
and perhaps some young lover's heart 
beat quicker at the thought that she, a 
thousand miles away, whose eyes were 
life to him, might at that moment be 
gazing at the moon, and fancying that 
his, too, were at the same moment fixed 
upon it. 
For a time few worus were 


spoken. All felt that silence was wel- 
come. Each retired to the recesses of 
that sanctuary where the heart holds 
undisputed sway, too sacred to be 
disturbed. 
I do not recall a time when 


the deck of the Hornet and 
the 


sea and the air were so utterly sound- 
less. 
' 


Suddenly, but gently, from the midst 


of a knot of sailors sitting on the deck, 
a clear, melodious voice sang the first 
line of "Home, sweet home." 
As the 


words "Mid pleasures and palaces" 
swelled upon the air, a single exclama- 
tion of pleasure escaped some of the 
hearers, but before the line was finished 
they hushed into silence again. We had 
all often heard the song, but never had 
it seemed to come so welcomely, so 
thnllingly as then. Had it been sun* 
by even an ordinary performer, the el- 
fect would, at that moment, have been 
great; but, breathed as it was, with a 
fervor and feeling I do not remember 
to have known excelled, in a voice full, 
manly, sympathetic, and evidently cul- 
tivated, it swept the chords of every 
heart. As the singer proceeded,men and 
officers silently gathered near him. The 
sturdy seaman seated himself by the 
side of his officers, and listened with 
subdued attention. 
The man whose 


locks were whitened by years, perhaps 
by worse, equally with the boy whose 
features were unmarked by the furrows 
of time, seemed to drink in the beautiful 
words as a life-giving draught. 


How magical is music at such an 


hour! It comes to the heart like sun- 
shine, dispelling gathered mists, and 
awaking high aspirations. 
The whole 


man is elevated, and he seeks in thought 


to commune, with higher and holier in- 
telligences 
Such were the feelings of 


that listening group, when the singer, 
at the close of the first stanza, eloquently 
burst forth with : 
There's no place like homo. 
Emotion was visible in all. A slight 
tremor in his voice showed that he felt 
the words; and, when he concluded 
them, his patise was prolonged, and a 
deep sigh escaped him. When he re- 
commenced, "An exile from home," 
the agitation of those around him was 
merged in attention, but his increased. 
His face was slightly averted, and the 
ray3 of tho moon, as they foil upon it, 
and glistened in a tear that trickled 
down his rugged cheek, gave additional 
effect to the expression, evidently of 
pain, which his features bore. 


He was, indeed, as I had learned, "an 


exile from home "—though from what 
cause I never discovered—and the 
smothered feeling of years was loosed, 
and found unrestrained expression. He 
continued.. As the song drew to a close 
his emotion grew, with that of every 
one who listened. At length, as the 
line, 
There'3,no place like home 


rose on the stillness the last time, a rush 
of emotion was evident in all, which in 
many showed itself in tears. The man 
who from boyhood had braved ocean's 
perils; and he who, an outcast, knew 
no home; and he of turbid passions 
and unholy deeds, equally with the high- 
minded, the virtuous, and the pious, 
gave tribute of thanks to him who had 
so well timed and so feelingly sung one 
of the most grateful songs that eve* 
greets a sailor's ear at sea.—Hon. C. C.

The profilograpli is a new automatic 


device-for tracing the profile of a road 
or district. It consists essentially of a 
two-wheeled carriage having suspended 
from tke body between the wheels a 
heavy pendulum, free to swing in a line 
with the direction in which the carriage 
moves. As the carriage is drawn by"a 
horse over the ground, tin; pendulum 
maintains a vertical position, whether 
moving on a level or up or down hill 
The upper end of the pendulum, above 
the point of support, carries a pencil 
that touches a ribbon of paper moved 
by clockwork or by the movement of 
the wheels of the carriage, and, as lon<* 
as the carriage is moving, makes a trace 
on. the paper that is, as may be readily 
seen, a profile of Mie country passed 
over by the machine. 
At the same 


time one of the wheels, by a simple 
pedometrie device, gives the distance 
traversed and makes a scale for com- 
parison with the profile trace, to show 
the relations of the two measures of 
height and distance passed over by the 
machine.—Scribner. 


In France farina is largely used for 


culinary purposes. The famed gravies, 
sauces, and soups of France are largely 
indebted for their excellence to that 
source, and its bread and pastry equally 
so, while a great deal of the so-called 
cognac, imported into England from 
France, is the product of the potato. 
Throughout Germany the same uses are 
common. In Poland the manufacture 
of spirits from the potato is a most ex- 
tensive trade. " Stettin brandy," well 
known in commerce, is largely im- 
ported into England, and is sent from 
thence to many of her foreign posses- 
sions as the produce of the grape, and is 
placed on many a table of England as 
the same, while the fair ladies of our 
country perfume themselves with the 
spirit of potato, under the designation 
eau dc Golonge. 
But there are other 


uses which this esculent is turned to 
abroad. 
After extracting the farina the 


pulp is manufactured into ornamental 
irticles, such as picture frames, snuff- 
boxes, and several descriptions of toys, 
and the water that runs from it in the 
srocess of manufacture is a most valua- 
olc scourer. 
For perfectly cleansino- 


woolens and such like articles, it is the 
aousewife's panacea, and if the washer- 
woman happens to have chilblains sho 
becomes cured by the operation.

Among the curiosities of crime, the 
:hingford murder—now no longer a 


mystery—will deserve hereafter a con- 
spicuous place. Although 
the foul 


deed was tlone twenty-two years ago, it 
was only yesterday that its perpetrator 
had his guilt brought home to him. 
Jonathan Gaydon, who has been sen- 
tenced to death for the murder of Miss 
White, an inmate of the house of hor 
brother-in-law, Mr. Small, a farmer at 
Chingford, on the 21st of June, 1857, 
has not escaped punishment for these 
twenty years or more, though he man- 
aged to baffle the law during that time. 
From the day when he butchered his 
victim and plundered the liouso in 
which she was left alone one quiet 
sum- 


mer Sabbath morning in 1857, he has 
wandered upon the face of the earth a 
conscience-stricken vagabond with the 
orand of Cain, not perhaps visibly im- 
printed on his forehead., but assuredly 
ever burning itself into his heart. This 
miserable wretch has been constantly 
haunted by the shadow of his horrid 
deed, and his self-torture at last drove 
iiini to give himself up to justice in a 
mood so desperate that in his confession 
to the police he said: "If 1 could have 
got a rope strong enough, I should have 
hanged myself to-day." But for his 
own confession and the fitting in of his 
story with the facts of the case, there 
was no evidence against the unhappy 
man; 
but his advocate made a futile 


attempt to convince the jury that he 
was not Jonathan Gaydon at all, but 
some morbid-minded, crazy creature, 
who, 
out of a demented love of criminal 


notoriety, was personating the mur- 
derer. The man's tale, however, so 
painfully circumstantial, his demeanor 
so terribly earnest, and the utter failure 
of his counsel to prove that he was 
somebody else than Jonathan Gaydon, 
left the jury no alternative than to 
convict the prisoner. Barbarons as 
was his deed, there must have been 
some latent good in this wretched out- 
cast. Ho had a conscience, at any 
rate, for it has been the means of bring- 
ing him to the gallows.—London Tele- 


THE story is told of an American 


waiter at the New York Fifth Avenue 
Hotel who can take charge of five hun- 
dred hats at once and always return the 
right hat to the owner, though most of 
the five hundred owners, and of course 
most of their hats, are completely 
strange to him. This waiter says that 
he "forms a mental picture of the 
own- 
er's face inside the hat, and that on look- 
ing at any hat the wearer's face is in- 
stantly brought before his mind's eye." 
Here, then—if the account be accurate 
—is another case of a memory indefi- 
nitely strengthened by a power of vis- 
ualising impressions which most men 
never visualise at all. This man visua- 
lises hats with faces under them as great 
chess-players who play without the 
board visualise the pieces set in particu- 
lar squares; only this is a more remark- 
able exercise of the same power, since 
five hundred hats must contain as many 
nearly exact copies of each other, while 
none of the sixty-four squares on a chess- 
board can be confused together at all, 
by any one who can make himself any 
accurate picture of them.—London Na- 
ture..
